This was done 
in St. Louis with the result that there was nothing left. We will 
never forget, however, the place in the second act where the leading 
man, facing the woman-who-was-no-better-than-she-should-be,  ex- 
claimed dramatically: 

“T ought to kill you.” 

What the reply might have been was lost in the hearty cheers 


of the audience.

more than 30 acts donated by 

practically every theater and 
movie house in St. Louis, will be 
given at the Orpheum Theater, 
next Thursday night for the sick 
and disabled vaudeville artists and 
their dependents. The*curtain will 
rise at 11:50 o’clock and the ad- 
mission will be $3 for mezzanine 
loge and box seats, $2 for the low- 
er floor and $1 for the upper circle. 

The following theaters are co- 
operating in staging the benefit 
performance, which is announced 
as the “‘biggest show ever offered 
in St. Louis;’’ American, Shubert- 
Rialto, Orpheum, Municipal Opera, 
Ambassador, St. Louis, Missouri, 
Empress, Grand Opera House, 
Grand Central, Loew's State and 
the Garrick. 

It was decided to give it Thurs- 
day night of Easter Week, as that 
is the jubilee week of the National 
Vaudeville Artists’ Association, an 
eleemosynary organization, with a 
membership of 20,000 stage folk, 
that maintains hospitals, homes 
and rest camps for all classes of 
theatrical folk, whether of th2 
vaudeville or legitimate stage. The 
institutions are located in the Adi- 
rondacks, Arizona and California 
and the organization is now build 
ing a 100-bed hospital for tuber- 
cular patients at a cost of $500,000 
at Saranac Lake in the Adiro#@- 
dacks.

New Xork and it is more than likely that Charley Skouras will 
sooner of later, become president of the First National organization, 
Every effort was made to get him to take over the chain of West 
Coast Theaters. 150 in number, some months ago and it is said tliat 
he was offered $150°000 a year to assume the management of those 
houses when Skouras Brothers, as a company, declined to add them 
to their local holdings. ’ 

For a time it looked as though the Coast theaters would be 
taken in by the three brothers but they finally decided not to go 80 
far afield preferring to confine their expansions closer to the. city 
which has brought them wealth and movie power in their meteoric 
career. 

HE West Coast Theaters finally went to a syndicate with Hare 

old Franklin, who deserted Paramount, in charge. About the 

Same time that Franklin left the largest of the producing com- 
panies Herbert Brenon, one of their most artistic directors, quit 
them in something like a huff and has aligned himself with United 
Artists. Brenon’s trouble came over the making of a picture from 
the popular book, “‘Sorrell and Son.”” Brenon wanted to put it into 
the films but his boss said no. Now Brenon will make it for the 
independent producers. 

Brenon, Corinne Griffith and Edwin Garewe, following in the 
footsteps of Norman Talmadge, Gloria Swanson; John Barrymore, 
Buster Keaton and Samuel Goldwyn last year, have aligned theme 
selves among the independent producers within the past few weeks. 
Harold Lloyd makes his own movies for Paramount release, Harry 
Langdon does the same witb First National. Back in 1919 the in- 
fant industry was staggered when the Fearless Four, Mary Pickford, 
Charles Chaplin, Douglas Fairbanks and D. W. Griffith up and said 
they were going to make their own films or know why. 


HE four of them severed al! fiscal relations and struck out on 

their own, Mary and Doug producing at their Hollywood studio, 

Charlie at the Chaplin, Studios in Los Angeles and D. W. at 
Mamaroneck, N. Y. They hired Hiram Abrams as president and it- 
was agreed that the sole word on production would be spoken by the 
star-producer and nobody else. The pictures were to be sold indli- 
vidually and on their own merits by United Artists Corporation, or- 
ganized as a releasing organization solely. 

Now this independent note is being sung up and down the land, 
says Joseph Warren. Our best comedians direct themselves, pro- 
duce their own pictures, cut their own faces out of the celluloid 
and write their own titles. If they don’t feel like working any more, 
they clang no bell, punch no clock and knock off work when they 
feel like calling ita day. It’s a grand life and you're your own boss, 
—but it costs plenty. It takes the average star (if the average star 
ever does get there!) about seven or eight years to reach the pine 
nacle of producer. Directors like Herbert Brenon, Fred Niblo and 
Edwin Carewe have been picture makers for years and years. 


ILL all pictures be made like this some day? Hardly. Tw 
big producegs have too firm a hold on the game and on the all- 
important theaters to be displaced. Also not every star should 
be allowed to make his own films; he is best curbed by a producer's 
saner judgment—and his ego cannot run away with him then. It 
does not necessarily follow that if Farina should wish to play Ophe- 
lia she should be allowed to produce her own films. What goes far 
Gloria Swanson and Norma Talmadge does not go for Farina, Rim 
Tin-Tin or Tom Mix’s Tony. 

It seems unlikely then, that all films eVer will be made by stars 
and directors functioning as independent producers, First of all, 
they may not run who have not learned to walk; and it is regretted

States. Mrs. Hugh Dillman (the former 

Mrs. Horace E. Dodge) of Detroit and Mrs. 

E. T. Stotesbury of Philadelphia have made 

good the money paid by lot buyers and have 

set a high mark for the honor of women in 
business. 

Floranada had its inception in a group 
of men, of which James H. R. Cromwell, sort 
of Mrs. Stotesbury by a former marriage, was 
a leading figure. The wife of Mr. Cromwell 
is the daughter of the present Mrs. Dillman. 
When the American-British Corporation, the 
company that was to develop the Florida 
venture, was organized, in December, 1925, 
Cromwell, who is in his early thirties, was 
made president; his mother and mother-in- 
law became the social sponsors of the enter- 
prise. Each of these two women invested 
approximately $1,000,000 in the develop- 
ment, and later on each indorsed notes of 
$250,000 to aid in completing the work. 

The Floranada Club, which failed in May, 
1926, for $8,500,000, started with auspicious 
patronage. Double-page advertisements were 
used in an international campaign announc- 
ing that “a new Biarritz is rising on the 
magic shores of Florida * * * midway 
between Palm Beach and Miami’’ and that 
“among the founders of the Floranada Club’ 
were ‘“‘Mrs. Edward T. Stotesbury, Philadel- 
phia, Pa.; Mrs. Horace E. Dodge, formerly 
owner of Dodge Brothers, Inc., Detroit; My. 
Samuel M. Vauclain, president, the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works; Mr. John 8. Pillsbury, 
vice president, Pillsbury Flour Mills Com- 
pany, Minneapolis, Minn.: Mr. Harry 38. 
Biack, chairman of the board of directors, 
l'nited States Realty and Improvement Com- 
pany, director of the George A. Fuller Com- 
pany, director of the Plaza Hotel Corpora- 
vation: the King of Greece, the Countess 
Lauderdale, London, England.” 

The advertising, which began to appear in 
January, 1926, likewise set forth that the 
Flioranada Club was to be ‘‘small, smart, ex- 
quisite * * * whose founders read like 
i page from the Social Register’ and that 
“tor society, the same society that decreed 
the rise and success of Europe's famous wa- 
tering place-—Biarritz—has decided to have 
its new playground in Florida.”’

last large tract of land with actual 

frontage just where the Gulf Stream 
comes within three miles of the shore, this 
wonderfu! resort is rising—Floranada Club. 
Started by some of America’s and Europe’s 
most influential men and women, socially 
and financially, this new community is 
strategically placed, for the Dixie Highway 
and the East Coast Canal pass through Flor- 
anada Club. The Florida East Coast Rail- 
road skirts it. It is next to the _ rapidly 
growing city of Fort Lauderdale, with one 
of the finest natural harbors on the East 
Coast.”’ 

Sketches of houses in the advertisements 
bore captions like these: ‘‘The house which 
has been planned for the King of Greece at 
Floranada Club,” and “‘The yacht club ut 
Floranada is being planned by Cass Gilbert, 
architect.”” Another portion of the text set 
forth that ‘“Floranada Club comprises only 
3,600 acres, a tract not too large for a quick 
development and offering every type of club 
for every type of purchaser.’’ Again it was 
stressed in italic type that “Particular ai- 
tention is being paid to the more modest 
houses at Floranada Club. Some lots are 
priced as low as $4000.” 

Elaborate and impressive as was the ad- 
vertising campaign, it in no way surpassed 
the efforts of the founders to make Flora- 
nada Club just what they had planned. Con- 
tractors, architects, landscape gardeners and 
all the kindred trades required to build a 
city beautiful were engaged, and throughout 
the spring and early summer news § dis- 
patches told of the progress being made. Mr. 
Cromwell had been picked by the sponsors 
as the builder of ‘‘the social empire planned 
for Florida.’’ In fact, when the corner stone 
of Floranada Inn was being laid press r-- 
ports at the time record that Mrs. Stotesbury 
declared: ‘It will be a great city and it wil! 
be Jimmy’s city. He is making it and it will 
be his.”" The Countess of Lauderdale, her 
son, Lord Thirlstane, Mrs. Dodge (now Mrs. 
Dillman) and Mrs. Stotesbury each aided in 
spreading the mortar at the corner stone 
laying event. 


ONEY was not to be spared in bring- 
LY into being the dreams of magnifi- 

cence born in the brains of the pro- 
moters. Cass Gilbert, who had drawn the 
plans for the Treasury Building in Washing- 
ton and many other buildings, was eneaged 
to prepare plans for hotels and other impos- 
ing structures; Howard Major, Palm Beach 
architect, was to plan homes, villas, cottages 
and the like; two océan-going freighters 
were chartered to carry supplies to Flora- 
nada, as haste was a matter of moment to 
the promoters and freight service to the new 
resort was not what was desired.

Thomas W. Sears of Philadelphia was en-

In the meantime, thousands of laborers 
and artisans in every line were laying out 
broad avenues and streets in Floranada: ca- 
nals, planned to outdistance in scenic beauty 
the famed waterways of Venice, were being

Rocky Mountain News of Denver sent 

one of its reporters to interview the 
young actress for a feature story for the 
Sunday edition. His name was John Moyna- 
han.

Suddenly the young lady turned 
to him and said: 

“You know, I’m really not at all keen 
about settling down for life in Denver.

For Texas was no 
instantaneous success on Broadway. Her 
path was the usual one of the young ac- 
tress—one day playing a good role, and 
the next day making the weary round of 
booking offices looking for a job. She was 
young and very good looking; and with 
these qualities she combined a happy dis- 
position and intelligence. In 1910 her ef- 
forts were finally rewarded. She was given 
the lead in “The Merry Widow.” 


After a successful run in New York, the 
show went on the road, closing its tour in 
Los Angeles. At that time it happened that 
the drama critic of the Los Angeles Times 
was Julian Johnson, now connected with 
the moving picture industry. He saw the 
“Merry Widow,” but didn’t like the way 
the leading lady sang one of her songs.

The club was open for 19 
months. Then a prohibition agent caught 
a naughty waiter selling liquor, and 
the El] Fey was padlocked. That padlock 
seems to have been the beginning of a 
long campaign on the part of the prohibition 
forces to make Texas Guinan the best adver- 
tised woman in New York. She made the 
most of her opportunity, gave out long in- 
terviews on everything from prohibition to 
beauty secrets, and promptly opened an- 
other club on Forty-eighth Street, calling 
it the Texas Guinan Club. The place was 
jammed to capacity—and beyond—every 
night. Nine months later a waiter again 
mixed his customers with his drinks, and 
Uncle Sam presented Texas with another 
padlock. More free publicity followed. By 
this time, however, the first padlock had 
eerved its time on the El Fey. So Texas 
changed the name to Del Fey and moved 
right back to the old stand. 

And about a year later the same little 
comedy was acted all over again. In a very 
quiet and orderly ‘‘raid,’’ Texas, her door. 
man and a couple of waiters were arrested. 
Every newspaper in New York must have 
had advance information, for there was an 
army of photographers at the club when 
the arrests took place. Texas made a good 
show out of the occasion—and good copy, 
too—by singing “‘The Prisoner’s Song’’ on 
the step of the patrol wagon. The Govern- 
ment was unable to make a case against 
Texas, although her club was, as usual, 
padlocked. She went to Florida for a few 
months’ vacation and returned to open Tex- 
as Guinan's 300 Club. It ran for about 
fifteen months with an exclusive patron- 
age including some of New York's social 
leaders among its habitual guests. 
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But by then the time on her padlock 

at the Forty-eighth Street Club had ex- 
pired, so Texas moved right back there two 
weeks ago. And she’s doing business there 
now in the same lavish and extravagant

GENIUS has just 
celebrated his dia- 
mond jubilee — the 
seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of an active 
life. Little known, 
we owe to Emile 
Berliner a great 
debt, for he is the 
tireless worker who 
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tongues. The familiar advertising slogan of 
the Victor Company, “His Master’s Voice,”’ 
is another product of the fertile brain of the 
same inventor. The copyright for this, is- 
sued to Emile Berliner, hangs today on the 
wall of his office. 


Most men, past 70, would have been con- 
tent to rest and enjoy the fruits of their 
labors, but Emile Berliner, with indomitable 
energy, attacked another problem of acous- 
ties that has puzzled men since the days 
of the first builders—that of hall acoustics. 
No architect or builder has ever yet been 
able to guarantee that any theater, church or 
ball would, when finished, have good acous- 
tic qualities. Echoes and reverberations dis- 
tressed the ears and the only remedy known 
was to drape or pad the walls, deadening the 
sound as well as echoes. 


Both the microphone and 
the transformer, invented for 
the telephone, helped create 
another miracie of sound 
waves—radio broadcasting. 
The principle is the same in 
both, but the demands of 
broadcasting are so severe 
that it was a difficult task to 
perfect an instrument elastic 
enough to meet them. Today 
microphones are built which 
respond exactly to all fre- 
quencies between 50 and 
§000 vibrations per 
second.

It worked. Another instrument made of a 
soap box with a diaphragm of sheet iron, 
with which an ordinary screw made contact, 
gave audible speech.

With these almost childish tools he 
had achieved a battery speech transmitter, 
the principle of which has never been 
changed or superseded. 

The very day that his invention was dem- 
onstrated, with a promptness that is char- 
acteristic, Berliner drew up his ‘“‘caveat” to 
the Patent Office, describing his device. He 
was too poor to employ an expert to draw 
the papers for an invention worth millions, 
but no expert could have bettered his own 
description, which, in the words of a famous 
lawyer, “was unrivaled for its concise ac- 
curacy and completeness.”

by indentations on a revolving cyl- 
inder of wax or tinfoil. The reproduction 
of the sounds was distorted and there 
was but the one record. Berliner, work- 
ing to correct the faults of this early 
machine, evolved a new, horizontal disc- 
like record, indented laterally instead of 
up and down, in which the groove 
or path of the sound itself guided the needle 
of the sound box. Not only this, he also 
devised a plan of etching the discs so that 
unlimited reproductions could be made. In 
the years of work necessary to overcome the 
difficulties of the task, the machine was 
simplified and the dises perfected so that 
we have the marvel that today we call, ai- 
most contemptuously, “canned music.” 

The patents covering the work were taken 
over by the Victor Talking Machine Company 
and records made after the inventions of 
Emile Berliner are now published in 40

waves. He found two auditoriums that have 


exceptionally fine acoustic properties—the 
Mormon Tabernacle in Salt Lake City and 
the Wagner Festival Theater in Bayreuth. 
Both these great halls have walls of wood 
and Berliner concluded that the vibratory 
character of the wooden walls was responsi- 
ble for their good acoustic results. 


Since wood is out of the question for large 
halls, Berliner set himself to find a substi- 
tute that would have the same quality of 
clarifying and intensifying sound. His pa- 
tient work has produced what he calis 
“acoustic tiles,” made of porous cement, 
hard as stone, yet with the resomance of 
wood. 


Only a few weeks ago the wonderful prop- 
erties of these tiles were demonstrated in 
the assembly hall of a school in Washing- 
ton. The acoustic tiles were installed. clev- 
erly concealed in panels of cement. Before 
this change the voice of a speaker on the 
stage was almost logt in the jumble of re- 
verberations. At the demonstration, before 
600 people, the voices of small children, re- 
citing on the stage, were clearly heard in 
every part of the room. Two people stand- 
ing at opposite sides of the 80-foot room 
can converse with each other in ordinary 
tomes without the loss of a word or an in- 
flection.

But the pilots on the St. Louis-Chicago 
route last winter, went their veteran broth- 
ers of the transcontinental line one better. 
Taking off from St. Louis day after day at 
dusk, they made their way to Chicago in the 
dark with the lights of Illinois towns, and 
the glowing windows of outlying farmhouses 
as their only guides. They flew the route 
more than two months without lights, and 
did it without injury to themselves, or loss 
of a single piece of mail. 

When the Robertson Aircraft Corporation 
got the St. Louis-Chicago mail contract last 
April 15, it was generally believed that the 
Government would make arrangements to 
light the course for night flying before the 
days began to shorten with autumn.

Incidentally he was the only 
flyer who got his mail into the fiead that 
night and not a plane left until the fog had 
lifted towards morning.

Seizing the ring of his parachute, he 
leaped over the side headfirst. The white 
silk billowed out above him as he descended 
and the pilot-less plane, dropping into a 
épiral, swung about him in great circles with 
its propeller motionless and its wires sing- 
ing in the wind. He landed in a field, made 
his way to a farmhouse, located the wrecked 
plane and had the mail on its way by train 
before he retired for the night. 

Later Lindbergh was caught in a heary 
snowstorm and again found himself unable 
to land. This time he climbed his plane to 
13,000 feet, thinking he had gasoline enough 
remaining to ride there for two hours uu- 
til the fog lifted. But a mechanic had faile4 
to tell him that the tank had been changed 
to one of smaller size. The motor finally 
died and again Lindbergh went over the 
side. This time he landed on a barbed wire 
fence, unhurt. It was his fourth jump for 
life from a disabled plane, a record whic 
no other flyer has equaled. 

Besides the trials of winter flying there 
were other troubles for the flyers. There 
was the necessity, for example, of arising at 
3:30 a. m. in Chicago and going to the field 
to struggle with a cold motor. The mechanics 
had to be helped as they put heated oil intu 
the crankcase and filled the radiator.

Now and then the pilot switches 
on his wing searchlights and the plane 
dives down on a beacon like a roaring mon- 
eter.

The 
pilot blinks his wing lights in token that 
he wants to land with his own illumination 
and as the field floodlight dies away, his 
wing searchlights go on, stabbing the dark 
with long lances of light.

PARIS. 
HOME of a sensa- 
tionally new type 
has just made its 
appearance 
in France. 
It is a turning villa, 
designed by two Pa- 
risian architects, 
Georges Lecuyer and 
Henri Jubault, ani 
, is now being shown 
at the home and dec- 
orative arts exposition at Nice. 

The villa is built on the same principle 
as a locomotive turntable, the serious idea 
being to allow the owner to have the sun- 
shine on any part of the house he wishes, 
and to turn it toward any view he prefers. 
If he likes sunshine in the library he simply 
has to press a button every hour or two and 
he can have the sun on him from morning 
to night, instead of on the cook, without 
moving out of his chair. The gayer side of 
this wonderful invention is that, if things 
become a bit dull around the house, he can 
throw his motor on high and spin around at 
any diszy speed he chooses. The children 
can even use it as a merry-go-round, and if 
phonograph discs are ever made big enough 
he can have music 
while the house is 
going around. The 
marvelous possibili- 
ties of this new type 
of home seem to be 
hardly touched on. 

This particular 
mode! is a one 
storied, octagonal 
house, with a _ ter- 
race running the 
whole way around 
on the ground floor PROCESS - 
and a pergola gar- SERVERS COME 
den on the roof. ‘ 

As planned, the 
diameter of the circle formed by the ter- 
race around the house is 65 1-2 feet. The 
greatest width of the reception hal! is 19 1-2 
feet and of the other rooms 13 feet. 

The platform of the villa consists of eight 
steel girders arranged fan-shape. It re- 
volves on a central pivot and under the ex- 
tremities of the girders are ball-bearing roll- 
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ers which run on a steel 
track. The terrace and 
garden revolve with the 
house, of course, and the 
hanging gardens of Baby- 
lon would seem tame in 
comparison with this new 
scheme. The power is 
furnished by a small elec- 
tric motor which is con- 
trolled by duplicate but- 
tons in every room, in- 
cluding one under the 
dining room table. The 
owner can even sit in his 
bath tub and start his 
house moving. There is 
even an automatic ar- 
rangement so that the 
villa can follow the sun 
all day long without a 
button being touched. 
When the architects 
first built their model 
and placed it out in a 
strong wind it blew 
around like a drunken 
windmill, but they have 
now put a brake on it 
and a cyclone could do 
nothing more than carry 
off the pergola-garden, unless it 
carried off the whole house. The 
small four-horse 
power motor pro- 
posed by the architects can 
only revolve the villa one 
full turn an hour, but if an 
enterprising owner finds this 
too slow they are willing to 
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di 
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put in 200 or 300 horsepow- 


er, providing the family. 
friends and furnishings are 
nailed down, as otherwise 
they would be tossed about 
half a mile across the lawn. 
A four-horsepower motor in 
a modern house is as ridicu- 
lous as only making one full 
turn an hour. The architects 
now admit it themselves and the next modei 
will have at least 50 horsepower. 

A housewife may find the rooms odd- 
shaped, but Monsieur Lucien Boudot, a Pa- 
risian artist. has arranged a decoration 
scheme that is charming. 

Much of the furniture is designed to con- 
form with the peculiar shape of the rooms. 
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which are like slices from a large pie, the 
ends of which have been cut off to form a 
central hall, similar to the atrium in the 
homes of the Romans. 

Boudot has treated both interior and ex- 
terior with complete originality, for which 
he has long been noted, ignoring convention- 
al period designs to make this new mechan- 
ical house in keeping throughout. 

The salon, or main living room, and the 
dining room which adjoins it are done, for 
example, in the warm tones of mahogany, 
contrasted with silver, which is seen in both 
the drapes and the upholstery of the furni- 
ture. A tint of mauve is introduced in the 
wall covering. 


In the study the color scheme of old yel- 
low and light green is made more striking 
by the use of ebony paneling. The same 
color scheme is carried out in the bindings 
of the books, which present a harmonious 
appearance. When the sun shines upon the 
bookshelves the result is a brilliant tapestry 
of color. 

The bathroom is also unusual. It is done 
in tile of peachbloom color throughout. The 
walls of the central reception hall are in 
blue wedgewood, in accord with flagstones 
of white and deep biue. . 

The exterior is more conventional, being 
more nearly the accepted Italian villa style. 
with much use of formal trees and shrubs 
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in the garden. The architects estimate the 
cost of this villa, with furnishings and mech- 
anism, at $60,000, but a combined home, 
motor car, merry-go-round and amusement 
park seems cheap at this price. 

The architects believe that it could be 
constructed less pretentiously for a reasou- 
able sum. The cost of the 
turning mechanism for the 
present design is about 
$8000. 

While the architects admit 
that at present it would 
seem to be only a million- 
aire’s plaything, they believe L | 
it could be practically adapt- ie 
ed at a moderate cost, partic- 
ularly in climates in which 
the sun is always at a pre- 
mium. They point out that 
it will be useful, too, in 

times of extreme 

heat, in dodging 

the full force of 

the sun or in seeking the direction 

from which the greatest breeze is 
coming. 

The architects also point 
out that the house has its 
advantages if there are 
Quarrelsome or objection- 
able neighbors next door. 
Imagine, they suggest, that 
your dining room adjoins 
rather too closely the house 
next door. Suppose the neigh- 
bors have the unpleasant 
habit of staring at you 
while you are eating. Sim- 
ply push the button and 
take the dining room 
around to the other side, 
where perhaps the view is 
better or, at least, there are 
no inquisitive neighbors. 

Another use, they su«- 
gest, is in avoiding bores. 
If the town pest is seen on 
her way to call, simply set 
the house spinning. The 
door will never stop longs 

enough for the visitor to knock. 
The rotating movement may be 
operated from any 
place, as there are 

buttons in every room, in- 

cluding the bathroom. 

There is a cellar under- 
neath this spinning home, but 
it will take a shifty-footed 
cook to navigate the stairs. 

The cellar door and cellar 
steps coincide at just one 
point, and if she tries any 
other combination she will fall 
into space. Another advan- 
tage in dry America, say the 
architects, would be that if 
prohibition agents make a 
trowblesome visit the house 
can be set spinning and kept in motion until 
the agent gets dizzy. 

“After the instinctive surprise which the 
idea of a turning house calls up, the mind 
quickly adapts itself to this novel concept,’ 
a leading Paris journal commented. ‘Its 
rounded form and its rotating movement 
are in perfect harmony with the form 
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and the movement of the universe” 

Oddly enough, the idea of a turning house 
was suggested many centuries ago. The ree 
ord of such a house is given in the collection 
of French epic poetry, dating from the 
eleventh century, known as the Chanson ds 
Geste. Emperor Charimagne, on a pilgrim. 
age to Jerusalem, 
stopped at Constas- 
tinople and found 
the sovereign there 
living in a palace 
which revolved. R 
turned with the 
wind or at the whia 
of the ruler, whe 
had only to om 
mand his slaves te 
have the {illusion of 
a merry-go-round. 

The architects,

The stick-up of the Sugar Creek Bank on 
October 20, 1926, was a good job. That is, 
the robbers made a fair haul, $9592.84 to 
be exact, and got away. There was some 
shooting, but nobody was hit. They went 
tearing away at 60 miles an hour in their 
car with the loot. So far so good. Ordinar- 
ily that would have been the end of it. 

For good bank robbers, though, they were 
remarkably careless. They left behind two 
clews. They probably thought that an um- 
brella carton and a sugar sack would not tell 
on them, for to all appearances they were 
just like thousands of other umbrella car- 
tons and sugar sacks. But they had a mute 
message for the trained eyes of detectives 
So this is a story of how the Sugar Creek 
Bank robbery was solved by two detectives 
with the help of an umbrella carton and a 
sugar bag. 


T WAS going to be a busy day at the 
| sox: Creek Bank, in Blue Township. 

just outside of Kansas City. It was pay- 
day at the Sugar Creek Refinery of the 
Standard Oil Company. The employes would 
be paid in checks. They would be streaming 
into the bank all day to get their checks 
cashed. Now it was $:40 o'clock and ten 
or a dozen of them were lined up at the 
cashier's window with their checks in their 
hands, awaiting their turn. 

A shiny new car glided noiselessiy to the 
curd and stopped. Four men stepped out of 
it and entered. A fifth stayed at the wheel. 
Of the four who entered the bank, one car- 
ried an umbrella carton and another a sugar 
sack. Inside the door sawed-off shotguns 
were jerked from the carton and sack. The 
containers, having served their purpose, were 
dropped to the floor. The guns were ler- 
eled in the general direction of the bank 
people and their customers. “Hands up.” 
was the order. 

The bank officials and employes obeyed 
promptiy.

C. G. Mackie, City Mar- 
shal of Sugar Creek, was 
there in the capacity of a 
special guard, to see that 
everything went smoothly 
on the bank’s busy day. 
He was disarmed and 
lined up with the rest. 


While two of the rob- 
bers fingered their shot- 
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guns, the other two pro- 
ceeded to transact busi- 
ness with the bank. Mrs. 
Eisie Buckley, assistant cashier, and wife of 
G. R. Buckley, vice president, had a lot »vi 
currency and silver stacked at her window 
The robbers reached through and raked it 
into a bag. 

They might have viewed with envious er<s 
tue $1200 diamond ring that she was wear- 
ing, but she contrived to keep the diamond 
from shining into their eyes until she could 
slip it off and hide it in the folds of a drap- 
ery near by. 

The money at the other windows was 
taken and the robbers then went behind the 
screen. In the cage they found Buckley ly- 
ing down. The idea was to convey com- 
plete subservience but to be ready, if the 
opportunity offered. to bring into play the 
bank shotgun, standing handy. The rodv- 
bers disapproved of the arrangement. They 
rapped him on the head for his pains and 
made him get up and stand in line with the 
others and threw the shotgun out into the 
lobby. where their own gunmen could look 
after it. 


HE robbers scooped ail the money 
they could find into a bag and a tin 
box, and started to leave, encouraged 
therein by the hurry-up admonitions of the 
man at the door, who was having a busy 
time corralling the customers who arrived 
while the robbery was in progress and lining 
them up with the others. “Hurry up. boys,” 
he kept saying. ‘It's getting hot here.” 

As they ran out one of them carelessivy 
dropped two packages of currency. He waa 
for leaving it where it feil, but the boss ban- 
dit pointed a gun at him and told him to go 
back and get it, and he did so, at some per- 
sonal risk. for the report had spread that the 
bank was being robbed and the citizens were 
beginning to mobilize. 

As the car started away Buckley snatched 
up a pistol which the robbers had overlooked 
and fired after them. They returned the 
fire and continued firing as the car sped 
south on Fairmount avenue. Before there 
could be pursuit it had disappeared. The

car was found later in front of 3500 East 
Twenty-sixth street, Kansas City, where it 
had been abandoned. It had been stolen 
from W. A. Jesse of 713 East Fifty-fourth 
street. 

When the excitement inside the bank had 
subsided the umbrella carton and sugar sack 
which the robbers had discarded were picked 
up and preserved for such bearing as they 
might be found to have upon the identity of 
the robbers. 

Under cursory scrutiny these articles were 
not promising. The address and other iden- 
tifying marks had been carefully scraped 
from the carton. The only mark on the sack 
was a number. They were turned over to the 
deputy sheriffs who came investigating and 
carried by them to Sheriff Miles’ office. 


ATER in the day Detectives Bert 
]__Barcoee and Paul Springer, of the Kan- 
sas City force, scouting around, dropped 
in at the Sheriff's office and were told of the 
bank robbery. It was outside their bailiwick. 
but the Sheriff asked them to help out 
and they said they sure would. What clews 
were there? Well, here were the only ones, 
this umbrella carton and this sugar sack. 
Everything scratched off the carton and 
nothing but a number on the sack. 
The detectives subjected the carton to a
